MEMORANDA. 

The illustrations herewith presented are especially interesting in 
being, for the most part, fac-simile reproductions of drawings made 
by the artists themselves, expressly for this book. They are not to 
be considered as works of art, but as memoranda merely. The " notes " 
are prepared with the view of interesting visitors to the exhibition at 
the time of their visit as well as afterward. They are intended to be 
descriptive rather than critical. When a note as to the locality of a 
scene can be given, or when a quotation from a legend, poem or pas- 
sage of history will add to the completeness of the story told by a 
picture, it is interesting to have such information conveniently at 
hand. The notes on color will aid the illustrations in conveying an 
idea of the pictures to those who cannot visit the exhibition, and will 
help those who do visit the Academy to recall them afterwards. 

The Biographical notices are necessarily brief, but they have a 
value in showing where and- with whom the artists have studied— 
thereby often affording interesting clue to the development of various 
characteristics observable in the technique of certain of the pictures.
